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Promotion Bills and 
Opinion Are Discussed

T this time, I want to take advantage 
of the opportunity to commend Brig. 

Gen. George S. Simonds, President of 
the United States Infantry Association, 
for the very notable service which he 
and the representatives of the various 
branches of the Army who met with 
him have rendered in clarifying the 
situation with respect to Army promo- 
tion and retirement. 

I have received a letter from General 
Simonds which I understand has already 
been published in. the columns of. the 
Army and Navy Journal. The repre- 
sentatives of the Services who met with 
General Simonds not only clarified the 
issues which are involved in this problem 
but in enunciating the noncontroversial 
principles, gave the officers. of. the 
Service an opportunity, through the poll 
conducted by the Army and Navy 
Journal, to demonstrate a unanimity of 
service opinion which seems to me truly 
remarkable. 

Unanimity Shown. 

During the time I have been in Con- 
gress I have often heard the statement 
made that the Army can’t agree on what 
it wants. It seems to me that. General 
Simonds and those who were associated 
with him have demonstrated that this 
statement is not true. 

Last week I devoted some time to the 
discussion of the status of the various 
bills on the subject of promotion and 
retirement which are now under consid- 
eration. This week I have been asked 
te review briefly what some of these 
bills contain. 

H. R. 12814 is the so-called Furlow 
Bill. It appears in its latest form as 
an amendnient to S. 3269. This bill pro- 
vides that the officers of the Air Corps 
shall be carried on a separate promo- 
tion list, arranged in the same order of 
Standing that they now occupy on the 
Army Promotion List. It provides that 
promotion shall be made to the grade of 
first lieutenant after three years’ service, 
to captain after seven years’ service, to 
major after 12 years’ service, to lieu- 
tenant colonel after 20 years’ service, 
and to colonel after 26 years’ service. 

Modifies Schedule. 

There is a provision, however, that 
this schedule shall be modified when- 
ever necessary to provide the Air Corps 
with not less than 4 per cent and not 
more thai 6 per cent in the grade of 
colonel, not less than 5 per cent and not 
more than 8 per cent in the grade of 
lieutenant colonel, and not less than 26 
per cent nor more than 40 per cent in 
the combined grades of colonel, lieuten- 
ant colonel, and major. I understand 
that these percentage requirements will 
operate to modify the schedule of years 
upon the. passage of the bill to the ex- 
tent of promoting officers of about 20 
years’ of service to the grade of colonel, 
those of about 15 years’ service to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel, and those 
of about 10 years’ service to the grade 
Of major. 


This bill also provides that an Air Corps 


officer, after 30 years’ service, shall, if he 
makes application therefor to the Presi- 
dent, be retired, and it provides that in 
computing the length of service for retire- 
ment except in time of war, credit shall 
be given for one and one-half the time 


actually detailed to duty involving flying, 
as well as including credit for all other 
time now counted toward retirement in the

Senate Defers Promotion Action 








THE Senate Military Committee in exe- 

cutive session yesterday. considered 
the amended bill S. 3269, providing for 
a separate Air Corps list, Generalcy for 
the Chief of Staff, Lieutenant Generalcies 
for Maj. Gens. Liggett and Bullard and a 
Major Generalcy for Brig. Gen. H. M. 
Lord, Director of the Budget, but de- 
ferred action on the measure until next 
Friday. ; , 
Status Quo Maintained. 

During the week the Black bill came 
up in the Senate and was again passed 
over. On the House side, Mr. MeSwain 
made a speech renewing his charges that 
the-War Department had “unfairly” ar- 
ranged the promotion list discriminating 
against former emergency officers. 

The testimony of Assistant Secretary 
of War Davison which followed Secre- 
tary Davis’ statement before the Senate 
Military Committee in executive session 
on Jan. 12 was made public this week. 
It follows in full: 

Text of Davison Statement. 

Following is. the text of Secretary 
Davison’s testimony. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Of course, 
my duties are restrieted to aviation in 
the War Department, and I have taken a 
particular interest in studying the pro- 
motion problem from the Air Corus stand- 
point as well as from the standpoint of 
the rest of the Army. The Secretary -has 
given a picture of the general promotion 
situation, and I would like to add two or 
three things in regard to the Air Corps. 

The Air Corps is in a much worse posi- 
tion than any other branch as far as pro- 
motion is concerned. There are several 
reasons for that. First of all, it is a young 
branch, and therefore a larger proportion 
of its officers are in the World War hump 
that the Secretary has talked to you about. 


To put it in another way, 2 smaller pro- 
portion of the officers of the Air Corps 
are above the World War hump, which 


puts the Air Corps as a whole in a more 
disadvantageous vosition becaure of the 
fact that it is a young branch. 

Then there was a situation which ex- 
isted during the World War which tas 
worked disadvantageously from the stand- 
point of the Air Corps in the present 
system, and that is on the average it took 





Pay Resolution Action Looms 
PROSPECTS for Congressional action 
that will open up the entire question 


of service pay seem. considerably 
brighter as the result of recent de- 
velopments. 


Congressman Snell, Chairman of the 
House Rules Committee, stated yester- 
day that the question of the joint reso- 
lution providing for a joint committee 
to make an investigation would come 
up for final decision within a few days. 

Congressman Britten, Chairman of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, has 
openly expressed his advocacy of the 
resolution. In the hearings on January 
15 before his Committee, the bill which 
would allow civilian service to professors 
of mathematics at the Academy was 
turned down by the Committee. In ex- 
planation the chairman stated that it 
would lie over until action was taken on 
the adjustment of service pay and in re- 
ply to a question stated that his Com- 
mittee would do all in its power to as- 
sist in securing action on the pending 
resolution. Supplementing this in a 
statement to the Army and Navy 
Journal, Mr. Britten on Jan. 17 said: 

“In my opinion existing conditions make 


such action essential and I heartily en- 
dorse it.” 
Further hearings by the House Com- 


mittee on the Bachelor Pay bill have been 
under consideration by the Committee but 
no final decision has been reached.

TO LEAD ARMY INAUGURAL UNITS 
The Secretary of War has designated 





longer to train pilots so that they could 
obtain their commissions than it did to 
train them to get -their commissions in 
other. branches of the’ Army. For ex- 
ample, the regular training schools, as I 
recall it in-other branches’ of the ground 
Army, produced.-their commissioned offi- 
cers in about three months’ time. In the 
Air Corps the average was considerably 
over that, sometimes running..up~to as 
long as a year—I.think in one case it was 
a year and a half—and through no fault 
of the individual who received his com- 
mission;. but: the average was somewhere 
around six months; as against three months 
for officers in other: branches of the-serv- 
ice. Therefore, these men who received 
their commissions at a later date were in 
a more disadvantageous position. 
Were Commissioned -Later. 

Take, for example, the situation of one 
individual going to an Infantry training 
school, on the same day another-individual 
started to learn to fly. . The first indi- 
vidual got his. comission in three months, 
and therefore antedated the flyer by about 
three months. As the Secretary pointed 
out in his discussion-that three months is 
tremendously exaggerated .when it comes 
to moving up to the next higher grade. 
There are small groups in other branches 
which were similarly affected through no 
fault of their own, but the Air Corps as 
a whole was more affected than any other 
branch, and it caused a very serious situa- 
tion. 

Senator Bingham: If the Secretary will 
permit me to interrupt at this point, I 
would like to put in the record the fact, 
which is not generally known, that, due 
to the inability of camps to train Amer- 
ican pilots as fast as they agreed to, about 
600 of the very best young men. in the 
Air Service did not receive their commis- 
sions for nearly a year later than they 
would otherwise have done. The men who 
volunteered at the very beginning of the 
war, who were sent to the ground schools 


first, who worked the hardest in ground 
schools and were honor graduates, were 
sent to France on the theory that they 


would be-taught to fly earlier and would 
get their commissions earlier. As a mat- 
ter of fact, some of them in France did 
not even have a chance to get into an 
airplane for nine months, and to my per- 
sonal knowledge, because I was in charge 
of personnel at the time, the larger per- 
centage of that group of honor graduates 
who went to France were not commissioned 
until May, 1918, whereas men. who went

Arms Tariff Urged 
L?: COL. T. WHELEN, U. S. A., of 
the Ordnance Department, appearing 
before the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee this week at the request of Secre- 
tary of War Davis, told the Committee 
during hearings on the metal schedule 
that the Government was absolutely de- 
pendent on private manufacture of 
small arms, and any increase in duties, 
provided they did not raise prices, would 
“redound greatly to the National De- 
fense.” 
Colonel Whelen also stated that private 





manufacturers made over 95 per cent of 
the small arms used by the American 
Army in the World War and that the 


Frankford Arsenal at Philadelphia could 
produce only 10 per cent of war require- 
ments. He said further that it would take 
a year and a half to convert an industrial 
plant to manufacture small arms and that 
the private small arms producers must 
be protected if they are to continue em- 
ployment of men trained for such work. 
The Colonel said later on that the 
Army is planning to conduct tests next 
summer with a new automatic rifle, which 


if found successful, will be used by the 
Army instead of the present Springfield 
rifle. 


Stressing the need for maintenance of 
the industry for national military pre- 


paredness, A. A. Dicke, of New York, rep- 
resenting the Remington and twelve other 
manufacturers of firearms, urged an in-

Cruiser Bill Debate 
Now in Full Swing

HARD on the heels of the final passage 
on January 15 of the Kellogg Pact 
to outlaw war, which was signed by 

President Coolidge in the East Room of 

the White House on January 17, the 

long awaited . fight, over the cruiser bill 
was launched in the Senate. ’ 

Supplementing the speech of Chair- 
man Hale,.of.the Senate Naval Affairs. 
Committee, delivered before the start. of 
the treaty: battle, ringing. speeches in. 
support of the construction measure 
were delivered. by -Senator. Swanson, 
‘ranking minority member of the Com- 
mittee, and by. Senator Tydings, one of 
his Democrati¢ colleagues. 

The urgent deficiency bill and: an’ 
executive session yesterday prevented 
further consideration. ..of the cruiser 
measure, but the opposition today will 
inaugurate its effort to prevent its pas- 
sage or to drastically curtail the con- 
struction with the speech of Senator - 
Norris. 

So far indications point to the success- 
ful carrying out of the agreement under 
which the peace pact was given right of 
way. No signs of the filibuster, which 
earlier threatened, are now in evidence 
though it-is plain that the opposing 
minority proposes to fight to the last. 

Criticism Held Unjustified. 

Consideraable criticism of Senator 
Hale’s strategy has been voiced in the 
press but many close observers of the 
situation feel that his course was justi- 
fied. It is contended that by his con- 
cession he warded off a filibuster, thus 
relieving the parliamentary situation that 
threatened to prevent a vote. 

Supporters of the measure now proph- 
esy the passage of the bill intact within 
a week. 

It appears certain now that the pacifist 
drive was something of a boomerang. 
The obvious lack of knowledge of the real 
issues involved displayed by many of the 
“button-holers,” the unpatriotic and un- 
American attitude of many of them 
seems to have cemented, rather than to 
have weakened, the sentiment for the 
new ships, 

If the efforts to delay action indefi- 
nitely become too strong, Senator Hale 
is prepared in the near future to ask 
unanimous consent for setting a time for 
the vote and if cloture becomes neces- 
sary, a count shows about 68 votes for 
and only 10 against. 

Stress Lack of Cruisers. 

In his speech on January 17, Senator 
Tydings stressed our woeful lack of 
cruisers, pointing out that the British 
Empire has three times as many as the 
United States, Japan nearly twice the 
number, France about the same and 
Italy even has two more of this type. 

He offered resolutions to curb American’ 
loans to nations proposing to use the 
money to increase their naval or military 
armaments and gave statistical figures of 
the various amount being spent annually 
by the different powers. ' 
The long awaited discussion on the Sen- 
ate floor on the pending cruiser bill was 


launched on January 16, following hard on 
the wind-up of the long fight over the Kele 





logg Peace Pact, by Senator Swanson, ranke 
ing minority member of the Senate Neval 
Affairs Committee. 

In,a masterful speech, the Virginia solon 
presented a convincing case of the necessity 
for the new construction and drove home 
the fact that the lack of sufficient cruisers 
was the most glaring defect in our naval 
defenses. 

Pointing out that instead of a 5-5 ratio 
with England the ratio now stands 13 to 5 
in her.favor, with Japan surpassing the

PACIFIST propaganda and efforts to defeat the bill for the addition of 15 cruisers 

tothe Navy for replacement purposes, meet with little sympathy in a large 
proportion of the Nation’s editorial columns. With the pacifists meetings in Wash- 
ington this week and last week for the purposes of demonstrating against this 
measure, a great amount of newspaper comment is focused, in many cases scath- 
ingly, against those who would bring about the defeat of the bill. 


{ New Britain (Conn.) Record (Republican) sees: “That the building of these 

15 cruisers as a part of our system of national defense is justifiable is apparent 
to anyone who is not blinded by internationalist prejudices.” The Colorado Springs 
Gazette (Republican) takes the attitude that: “The campaign to cripple the United 
States Navy is a campaign of simple-minded sentimentality.” The San Francisco 
Examiner (Independent) brings out the point that: “Belligerents will think twice 
before trying to throttle American commerce if guarded by an adequate American 
cruiser force.” The San Francisco Chronicle (Independent) believes: “The cruiser 
bill is a practical measure for the preservation of that peace to which the American 
people aspire with or without the Kellogg or any other treaty.” 


HE Chicago Tribune (Independent Repubican) affirm: “With great distances 
and long trade routes and without adequate coaling stations, America stands in 
greater need of a strong force of large cruisers than any other nation.” The Rock- 
ford Tribune (Republican) has this to say: “The public generally may be depended 
upon to rely upon their own judgment of the needs and the justice of the situation.” 
The Anderson (Ind.) Bulletin (Independent) takes this stand: “It is as impossible 
for a nation to acquire absolute immunity from all war as it is for an individual to 
acquire absolute immunity from all diseases.” The Key West Citizen (Democratic) 
maintains: “Many well-intentioned persons profess to see in the administration’s 
proposal to ratify the Kellogg multilateral peace treaty on the one hand and the 
building of 15 new cruisers on the other as a display of inconsistency on the part 
of the United States. Leaving aside the rabid militarists and the confirmed 
pacifists, the proposal is not inconsistent at all.” 


HE Indianapolis News (Independent) states: “In the case of the United States 
* its Navy must be kept up to a parity, not with the naval strength of 
any other power, but with its own needs as a world power.” The Salt Lake City 
Tribune (Republican) emphasizes this point: “The naval bill designed to build up 
the Navy and provide for replacements and ships necessary for this nation’s de- 
fense. * * * This seems to be the common sense view.” The Miami Herald (In- 
dependent Democratic) points out: “If peace proponents really wish peace, they will 
support the big Navy plans. If there are io be gestures, let some other nations make 
them the next time.” The Milwaukee Sentinel (Republican) explains: “These 
cruisers are required, * * * not for offensive purposes but because they are 
vitally needed to insure that adequate protection of our people and our commerce 
which it is the duty of the Government to provide.” 


HE Cincinnati Enquirer (Democratic) views: “The fanatical opposition to the 

cruiser bill, and the fact that its enemies declare that ratification of the pact 
makes passage of the naval bill inconsistent and unnecessary, indicates that a 
bitter fight impends between pacifist sympathizers and the friends of a competent 
American Navy.” The Sax Antonio Express (Independent Democratic) expresses 
this opinion: “As the United States carries on the greatest foreign trade of any 
country, it should be prepared to protect its commerce with all parts of the world.” 
The Petersburg, Va., Progress-Index (Democratic) remarks: “If the sacrifices asked 
by these pacifists were really personal, we do not know that anybody would have 
the right to object. But the sacrifice which they demand * is national de- 
fense and security through permitting several other nations to possess navies 
stronger than our own.” 


HE Los Angeles Herald (Independent) comments: “We repeat regardless of the 

fate of the Kellogg peace pact. The Senate should approve the 15-cruiser bill 
without mutilation or delay. ” The Kansas City Times (Independent) says: “The 
multilateral peace treaty is a noble gesture. But it will have precious little influence 
on world affairs if its chief backer fails to maintain an adequate fleet as well as an 
Army reserve.” The Detroit Free Press (Independent) thinks: “Those who believe 
they are called to fight against militarists and preach disarmament should go to 
Italy, if they dare. There is plenty of opportunity for real missionary work there. _ 





Munition Needs Disclosed 

URGING the House Military Commit- 

tee to favor the educational orders 
bill, Brig. Gen. C. L. Ruggles, U. S. A., 
Assistant to the Chief of Ordnance, told 
the members that “every gun” we have 
now is “obsolete” and that “we will have 
to fight the first fifteen months of a 
war with the material we have in our 
storehouses” at the second hearing 
on the pending measure, Jan. 12. Man- 
ufacturing officials of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee of the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce declared that a saving of 
time would be effected by the passage 
of the measure and outlined their experi- 
ences during the World War. 

Another hearing is scheduled for Tues- 
day, Jan. 23, at which it is expected War 
Department officials will present further 
facts im favor of the bill. 


General Ruggles asserted that it was 
the War Department's idea to store tools 
for wartime manufacturing to the extent 
of the appropriations available. He de- 
clared that competitive bids, as now re- 
quired, might be given to concerns not 
capable of manufacturing material on a 
wartime scale. As between manufacturers 
allied with the procurement program, he 
acknowledged, there might still be com- 
petitive bidding. 

It is desived, the General further staied, 
to have the manufacturers store up jigs, 
gauges, ete.. which are not only adapted 
to the required work, but also, as far as 
possible, to their own machinery. 

Asked by Mr. Wurzbach whether the 
manufacturers will look at educational 
orders from a viewpoint of patriotism 
rather than of profit, Gen. Ruggles replied 
that they would. The orders given would 
he small ones, interrupting the regular 
business of the concerns and not big 
enough to make a profit. 

Mr. Wurzbach then put the following 
question: 

“Do you know how other nations work 
out this same preblem, that is, nations 
like England and France?” 

Gen. Ruggles: They work it out very 
much the same way. They keep the de- 
tails very secret. They have better con- 
trol of their manufacturers. There is also 
this to remember, that all the munitions 
manufacturers in the world, practically, 
are concentrated in Europe. That manu- 
facture is in Sweden, in Holland, in Aus- 
tria, now Caechoslovakia, in France and 
in England. * * 

Mr. Wurzbach: De we have any 
manufactures here? 

Gen. Ruggles: Practically nothing. The 
Du Pont company is the most outstanding 
company of that kind. It has been, to my 
certain knowledge, making powder since 
the war and writing off a deficit each year. 
Jt is only within the last year that they 
have made a profit. It is largely because 
it is a matter of sentiment. * * * The 
Celt people make a few machine guns. 
* * * If they had nothing but muni- 
tions business they would go to the wall. 
There is a little concern in New England 
trying to get some of this business, but 
when I have named to. you those three 
firms, that is all. * * 

They (the orders) are a new idea. Of 
wourse, before the war, when our arsenals 
were not as large as they are now, and 
when we had more munitions to make, we 
were given at times more money than we 
have now, and the money would purchase 
more material than it does now, of course, 
on account of the — in the ee

munitions outside. * * * But since the 
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purehase of munitions has been quite 
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ditions we boughi under the law which re- 
quired the lowest bidder be given the con- 
tract. And also we did not have this law 
which is stopping us now; there was no 
law which required us to make munitions 
in the Government arsenals, if it could be 
economically done. Now we not only have 
the law which requires us to accept the 
bid of the lowest bidder, but we are re- 
quired to do the work in the arsenals, if 
we can, and that shuts off the possibility 
of doing it outside. We also want to keep 
in the arsenals a nucleus of the patterns 
in order to keep alive the art. But since 
we are forced to go outside for $5 per cent 
of our munitions we do not want those 
people doing the work who have no ex- 
perience whatever in the manufacture of 
munitions. They will tell you it will save 
months of time. * * 

Gen. Ruggles: We oe our soldiers in 
time of peace; we fire our ammunition for 
the sole purpose of training soldiers, many 
of whom leave the service in three years 
and never come hack. We have found, 
as a result of our bitter experience in the 
World War that war-making requires two 
considerations. We must have the men 
and we must have the munitions. We 
have no chance to go to competitive bid- 
ding in time of war. We have to put 
practically all of this kind of firms in the 
country to making munitions. We have 
selected those firms. If we go on a basis 
of competitive bidding, some man will put 
up a factory that can make munitions more 
cheaply than the average automobile manu- 
facturer or the average typewriter manu- 
facturer. He will constantly make the 
lowest bid, but he will have no capacity 
that will be of any value to us in war 
time. He will constantly underbid these 
other people and get out orders at a sav- 
ing of a small expense to the United 
States, and prevent the training of the 
people upon whom we must rely in time 
of war, and it will cost us hundreds of 
millions of dollars by so doing. * * * 
We have made a calculation on our re- 
serves. I had it made several times, and 
had it checked. For the reserve fer a 
million men—not for the general mobiliza- 
tion that was spoken of, not for the three 
or four million men that we had during 
the World War, but for an amount of 
material that we would have in our store- 
houses if we were not going to be short 
of munitions until we could reproduce it— 
the saving of two months in the time of 
getting into quantity production would be 
equal to about $185,000,00@ to $200,000,000 
in the amount of material it would give 
us by material in store. The saving of 
two months in getting into quantity pro- 
duction would be equivalent to an amount 
of material in the storehouses of nearly 
$200,000,000. * * * 

Of course, back of this whole idea is 
that if we are properly prepared we will 
not have war; but the amount of saving 
in our war reserve, if we ever come to 
establish a war reserve, will be infinitely 
greater than the extra cost of giving out 
these experimental orders or educational 
orders and of accumulating a set of jigs 
and fixtures for the manufacturers who 
are enlisted in the war program. It is 
the most economical way of assuring that 
our troops will have the munitions that 
they need—much more economical than 
storing the same amount of material in 
storehouses. * *° * 

Mr. Wurzbach: The war reserves that 
we have on hand, say, at this time—the 
reserves that we ought to have on hand 
to take care of an emergency—are not 
used in peace time, are they? There is 
an obsolescence and «a deterioration in 
those reserves, and there must be a con- 
tinuing replenishment of them? 

yen. Ruggles: There should be. 


Mr. Wurzbach; And the cost of dete- 
rioration, obsolescence, etc., is practically 
a dead less to the government? 

Gen. Ruggles: Yes, that is true. That 
is Fagg ny ng true of ammunition. It is 
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Mr. Wurzbach: Not only that, but your 
guns become obsolete, perhaps, during the 
period? 

Gen. Ruggles: Absolutely. They are ob- 
solete now—every gun we have. 

Mr. Wurzbach: You would have a greater 
loss, on account of the advance that is 
being made in guns, if you had a large 
peace-time reserve? 

Gen. Ruggles: It is freely admitted that 
we will have te fight the first 15 months 
of a war essentially with the material we 
have in our storehouses. What is not in 
our storehouses at the beginning of the 
war we will have to do without for the 
first 15 months at least. 

Mr. Osborn was the next witness, and 
testified to the wartime experience of his 
firm—the American Multigraph Company. 

Questions were asked of Gen. Ruggles 
to supplement the testimony. At a ques- 
tion from Mr. Reece, the General declared 
that if any of the powers had been im- 
mediately able to go into quantity muni- 
tions production, regardless of the pe- 
tential weakness of the nation, that nation 
would have won the war. He quoted both 
Von Falkenhayn and Marshal French to 
that effect. 

H. Hi. Rice, assistant io the president of 
General Motors Company; J. S. Sewell, 
president of Alabama Marble Company, and 
Mr. J. W. Glover, of the Glover Machine 
Company, also testified briefly as to their 
experience in the World War, and the 
readiness of their plants to enter into the 
proposed educational orders program if it 
should be enacted into law. 

Mr. John C. Gall told of the work done 
by the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, in whose behalf he was testifying, 
for industrial preparedness. 

EK. G. Curtis, R. O., U. S. A., spoke on 
behalf of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, various other en- 
gineering societies, and the New York Ord- 
nance Procurement District. 

Thomas Elliott, president of the Conti- 
nental Gin Company, Birmingham, Ala.; 
Alfred Jones, director ef research, Arm- 
strong Cork Company, Lancaster, Pa., and 
Edwin B. Meissner, president and general 
manager of the St. Louis Car Company, 
were obliged to leave before they could 
testify. and communications from them 
were incorporated into the record of the 
hearing. 

Mr. Eliiott’s statement was tnat his con- 
cern had mest of the machine tools nec- 
essary to manufacture 75 millimeter shells, 
but lacked the jigs, gauges, and fixtures. 
It would be ready to go ahead with educa- 
tional orders if the measure passes, but 
would expect te be reimbursed for any 
eutlay for jigs, gauges, and fixtures it 
might make. 

Mr. Jones’ statement was to the effect 
that his company had manufactured 4.7- 
inch H. E. shells during the war, one of 
its early contracts calling for 500,000 units, 
and explained the organization of his com- 
pany and its equipment to carry out edu- 
cational erders for the shells. 

Mr. Meissner’s letter described the war 
manufacture handled by his company. He 
stated that from two te four months could 
have been saved in deliveries if educa- 
tional orders had been given to his firm 
in time of peace. No profit is anticipated 
from educational orders, he declared.

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Coast Defense Deadlock Aired 
VERLAPPING of authority in aerial 
coast defense by Army and Navy 
was discussed by Senators Bingham and 
King on Jan. 12, when the former re- 
gretted failure of the House to take ac- 
tion on the Senate concurrent resolution 
for an investigation of the control of 
the problem. The discussion follows: 
Mr. Bingham. Mr. President, last May 
the Senate passed Senate Concurrent Reso- 
lution No. 11, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of Congress, to 
consist of five Senators and five Members 
of the House of Representatives, to make a 
full investigation of the problem of the 
control of aircraft for sea-coast defense. 
The resolution was reported favorably from 
both the Committee on Military Affairs and 
the Committee on Naval Affairs and passed 
the Senate. The House of Representatives 
has had it since then, but the resolution 
has not b-en reported from the committee 
and appears to be lying dormant in the 
committee of the House to which it was 
referred. 
In view of existing evidences of incom- 
plete reconciliation of the views of the 


cially of the application of aircraft thereto, 
which are numerous, it seems to me that 
something ought to be done in this impor- 
tant matter. 

The authorities of the Army and Navy 
differ as to whether it is necessary or not, 
but as a matter of fact Ford Island, in 
Pearl Harbor, is an outstanding example of 
the fact that the Army and Navy can not 
agree on matters of this nature. It has 
been a live question for eight years, and I 
do not see that we are one bit nearer to a 
solution of it now than we were 30 months 
seo, or, for that matter, than we were four 
vears before that. Neither service mani- 
fests the slightest intention of withdrawing 
from Ford Island, and a congestion already 
distinetly embarrassing is bound to become 
intolerable and dangerous. 

What would happen in the event of war 
in the Pacific fairly baffles the imagination. 
I will not argue at this moment the point 
of which service has the strongest claim to 
Ford Island, but it does seem to me that 
there acts upon both parties a sentiment, 
whether conscious or subconscious, that to 
withdraw would be a confession of weak- 
ness and a surrender to the other service 
of certain functions in coast defense not 
now distinctly allocated. 

A somewhat similar condition exists at 
North Island, San Diego, where the over- 
crowding is already so bad that the Navy 
has had to lease two outside fields for fly- 
ing purposes, even though it has been un- 
able to erect any buildings on them. 

The pamphlet entitled “Joint Action of 
the Army and Navy,” which is the official 
text on the subject, prepared by the joint 
board and approved by the Secretary of 
War and by the Secretary of the Navy, 
sets it forth that a function of the air 
component of the Army is— 
air operations in conmection with the local 
defense of cities, important harbors, or 
— fixed installations in United States 
erritory.

nents engaged in repelling the onslaught 
would pass from the Navy to the Army. 
Things happen too rapidly in the air to 
permit any misunderstanding on such a 
vital point as the manner of coordination 
or the location of the command in the 
middle of a battle. 

It is very true that differences of opinion 
over the nature of the aircraft to be pur- 
chased in the immediate future has been 
reconciled. The Army members of the 
aeronautical board registered strong ob- 
jection a couple of years ago to the pur- 
chase. by the Navy of torpedo planes for 
Hawaii or the Canal Zone on the ground 
that their functions duplicated those of the 
Army bombers. I understand that the 
Army members of the joint board have 
withdrawn that objection. It is, of course, 
always possible to secure an agreement on 
the line that neither service will object to 
the other getting anything that it wants. 
Agreement on that general principle might 
avoid any open break or manfestation of 
difference of opinion, but I can not con- 
sider it as a satisfactory means of avoid- 
ing overlapping and duplication or as con- 
ducive in the highest degree to economy in 
the national defense organization. I under- 
stand that an exhaustive study of coast de- 
fense in detail has recently been prepared 
by the joint board as a confidential sup- 
plement to the pamphlet to which I have 
referred, but it gives only very limited 
attention to the employment of aircraft, 
and I have been assured that it does noth- 
ing to clarify the means of coordination 
or the line of division between the two 
services. I can not but feel that much 
more progress should be made to the limit 
only of some neutral party—either the 
President himself or the joint committee 
which the Senate has asked for but as to 
which the House of Representatives has 
taken no action as yet—should take a 
hand. I very sincerely hope that the House 
will act and that a joint committee of the 
two Houses may decide where authority 
over the aerial coast defense shall lie and 
who shall be responsible for it. 

Mr. King. Mr.- President, relative to the 
matter to which the Senator from Con- 
necticut has just called the attention of the 
Senate, I wish to say that upon numerous 
occasions the attention of Congress has 
been called to the conflict between the 
Navy and the Army and the coastal de- 
fense organization. General Mitchell has 
repeatedly, in arguments which I think 
have not been answered, urged the estab- 
lishment of one department of national de- 
fense, with assistant secretaries—one for 
the Army, one for the Navy, and one for 
aeronautics. 

I have introduced a bill in several Con- 
gresses providing for a department of na- 
tional defense. With these quarrels and 
contentions, these overlappings, and ‘this 
uncertainty as to jurisdiction in these de- 
partments, it is obvious that there. should 
be one department of national defense, 
which could and would coordinate 4ll.ac- 
tivities essential to and imperative~fori the 
defense of our country. I hope that the 
committee which has the bill before it will 
take inte consideration the measure, par- 
ticularly in view-of the statement made by 
the Senator from Connecticut.

Survey Results Analyzed 
AN analysis of the response by grades 
~“in the Field Artillery and the Adju- 
tant General’s Department to the Army 
and Navy Journal promotion survey 
brings to light much interesting infor- 
mation concerning the opinions of of- 
ficers in these arms on the various ques- 
tions. 

Replies from the Philippine Islands 
are beginning to arrive and subsequent 
boxes will show detailed results by 
branches. The final box will show the 
complete results of the survey. 

Field Artillery. 

The. replies from the colonels in the 
Field Artillery show that out of 9 cards 
received 7 were in favor of the retire- 
ment of lieutenant colonels after 26 years’ 
service. The same proportion was also in 
favor of the retirement of officers ap- 
pointed July 1, 1920, and were unani- 
mously in favor of the removal of re- 
tirement restrictions and 8 to 1 in favor 
of voluntary separations. 

Out of 27 replies received from the 
lieutenant colonels in this branch 20 were 
in favor of the retirement of lieutenant 
colonels after 26 years and 26 in favor of 
the retirement of officers appointed July 
1, 1920 and the same number in favor 
of removal of retirement restrictions. 

Replies were received from 127 majors 
in this branch of which 101 were in favor 
of promotion after service in grade and 
98 in favor of no restrictions in grade. 
Ninety-eight majors endorsed the re- 
tirement of lieutenant colonels after 26 
years and 119 were in favor of the re- 
tirement of officers appointed July 1, 
1920. 

The percentage of captains in favor 
of promotion after service in grade was 
approximately 7 to 1 and 132 to 1 in 
favor of retirement of officers appointed 
July 1, 1920, with same proportion in 
favor the removal of retirement restric- 
tions. The captains were also 37 to 1 
favor of voluntary separations. 

Of replies received from 222 first lieu- 
tenants in this branch 214 were in favor 
of promotion after service in grade while 
191 were for no restrictions in grade. A 
proportion of 30 to 1 advocated the re- 
tirement of officers appointed July 1, 
1920, and 215 endorsed the removal of 
retirement restrictions. 

Eighty-six second lieutenants sent in 
replies to the survey of which 82 were in 
favor of promotion after service in 


‘grade and 80 for the retirement of of- 
ficers appointed July 1, 1920. 


It is interesting to note that of the to- 
tal of 744 replies from all grades re- 
ceived in this branch 656 endorsed pro- 
motion after service in grade, 626 were 
in favor of thé retirement’ of lieutenant 
colonels after 26 years, 708 the retire- 


ment of oficers appointed July 1, 1920, 
and 723 the removal of retirement re- 
strictions.

In the Adjutant General’s Department 
replies were received from 7 colonels of 
which 6 gave their endorsement of the 
retirement of lieutenant colonls after 26 
years while the same number were in 
favor of the retirement of officers ap- 
pointed July 1, 1920. They were unani- 
mously in favor of the removal of re- 
strictions on retirement. 

Eight lieutenant colonels replied to the 
survey, they were unanimously in favor 
of promotion after service in grade, no 
restrictions in grade, retirement of lieu- 
tenant colonels after 26 years, retirement 
of officers appointed July 1, 1920, re- 
moval of retirement restrictions, volun- 
tary separations, and a separate bill. 

Eight majors out of 11 were in favor 
of promotion after service in grade 
while 10 endorsed the retirement of of- 
ficers appointed July 1, 1920. These of- 
ficers were also unanimously in favor of 
the removal of retirement restrictions 
and voluntary separations. 

Replies from 5 captains showed that 
a percentage of 4 to 1 are in favor of 
promotion after service in grade, retire- 
ment of lieutenant colonels after 26 years’ 
service, and unanimously in favor of 
retirement of officers appointed July 1, 
1920.

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Motorize 34th Infantry 
HILE several infantry regiments 
now are partially motorized, the 

Thirty-fourth Infantry at Fort Eustis, 

Va., will be the first to have all its per- 

sonnel, ammunition, weapons and sup- 

plies carried by motor vehicles. 

Instructions for the first steps in the 
motorization of this regiment were issued 
in May, 1928, but the completion of the 
project has awaited determination by test 
as to the required quality and types of 
certain vehicles. It now has been directed 
that the motorization be completed by 
June 30, 1929. 

It is contemplated that the transporta- 
tion of the personne! of the rifle companies 
will consist of the standard three-ton 
trucks of Class B, now in stock. Vehicles 
suitable for cross-country travel will be 
furnished for reconnaissance purposes; to 
carry the personnel, ammunition and 
weapons of the machine-gun and head- 
quarters companies; and for transporta- 
tion of the supplies and ammunition of field 
and combat trains. It will be necessary to 
purchase some of this class of transporta- 
tion. Suitable for such use are the vehicles 
developed in recent years, consisting of 
light cross-country cars; three-quarter-ton 
trucks of a four-wheel type with a two- 
wheel drive and a six-wheel type with a 
four-wheel drive; and one and one-half-ton 
trucks with a four-wheel drive. 

It is contemplated not only to issue to 
the regiment some of the aforementioned 
equipment, but also some three and one- 
half-ton tractors in order to continue com- 
parisons between track laying and wheel 
vehicles for cross-country work, The Com- 
manding General, Third Corps Area, with 
jurisdiction over Fort Eustis and the 32d 
Infantry, has been directed to make recom- 
mendations as to the desired proportions 
of the various classes of cross-country 
vehicles. 


SELECT POWDER FOR TEST. 

HE Ordnance Board, in a meeting held 

last week, selected three lots of 
powder for test during March on the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground, in order that 
the best quality of ammunition may be 
selected for the national rifle matches 
te be held at Camp Perry, Ohio, in Aug.

Ordnance Notes 

HE T-2 caliber .30 aircraft machine 

gun has been delivered by the Colt’s 
Patent Fire Arms Mfg. Co. It was 
shipped to the Ordnance Office for in- 
spection before being sent to the Prov- 
ing Ground for test. Several minor de- 
fects were noted, and the gun was re- 
turned to the Colt Company to have 
these corrected. It is expeeted that this 
gun will be in the hands of the Air 
Corps for test not later than Feb. 1, 1929. 


An arrangement has been made with the 
Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing 
Company to design, develop and manufac- 
ture a pilot model of a light machine gun 


having a caliber of .276. The weight of 
this gun, which includes its mount, will 
not exceed 16 pounds. Delivery of this 


weapon has been promised for about Nov. 
1, 1929. 

Four Thompson sub-machine 
which have been undergoing test by 
using services, have recently been 
turned to Springfield Armory to be re- 
corditioned, and then forwarded to the 
Philippine Islands for test in that depart- 
ment.

During the past two or three years bar- 
rels for machine guns, rifles, and pistols 
have been made from samples of stainless 
steel and iron submitted by various steel 
manufacturers of the United States, and 
also from samples obtained from manufac- 
turers abroad. These barrels were sub- 
jected to erosion and corrosion tests, and 
it has heen found that while slight in- 
crease of barre! life resulted from the use 
of these types of steel, the increase does 
not begin to offset the additional cost due 
to the difficulty in machining the material. 





A caliber .30 machine gun, M-1917, 
equipped with an adapter which was re- 
cently developed in the Ordnance Office, 
and known as the T-5, has been shipped 
to the Aberdeen Proving Ground for test. 
Upon completion of the test at that point, 
it will be shipped to the Infantry Board 
and thence to the Cavalry Board for fur- 
ther test. This adapted is permanently at- 
tached to the cun and permits the gun 
to be elevated approximately 90 degrees by 
simply pulling the trunnion pin and sliding 
the gun to the rear by means of a slot 
in the adapter in which the pin in the 
elevating bracket fits, 

The final report of the board appointed 
to supervise the A. A. exercises of 1928 
has been received and carefully studied 
with respect to the comments made in re- 
gard to the functioning of the various types 
of material furnished. Efforts will be made 
te improve the functioning of all those 
components which were adversely com- 
mented upon. As a whole, all of the small 


arms material functioned entirely satis- 
factorily. 

The machine gun telescopic sight, T-1, 
which has been under test at Aberdeen 


Proving Ground. failed during the test on 
account of the shuttering of a lens.

ARMY MUTUAL AID CELEBRATES 50TH ANNIVERSARY. 

ANUARY 15 was the 50th anniversary of the establishment of the Army Mutual 

Aid Association. This association was organized in order to meet a definite need 
of Army life—that bereaved families might be spared the humiliation of depending 
upon charity to pay funeral costs and meet other emergency expenses. 

The Army Mutual has functioned well. Its business expenses have been low; 
so has its average mortality. Its officers have been wise and cautious with its in- 
vestments, and as a result the members have paid comparatively low premiums. 
Started as an assessment step rate, it changed to a sound insurance plan over 30 
years ago. It celebrates its 50th birthday by markedly reducing the premiums of 
its older members, and have adopted provisions which will operate to stop all 
premiums entirely in advanced age. . , 

Coincident with the semi-centenary of the association was the retirement of Maj. 
Gen. Frank McIntyre from its presidency and from the Army as well. Gen. Mc- 
Intyre had been active in the administration of the association for 22 years, first 
as a member of the executive committee and for 12 years as president. The other 
officers and members of the association attribute much of its success to Gen. Mc- 
Intyre. 

Others who have helped in the work of the Army Mutual in recent years are 
Surgeon-Gen. M. W. Ireland; Maj. Gen. K. W. Walker, Col. R. M. Danford, Col. J. 
A. Berry, and Maj. R. D. LaGarde. 





BILL PROPOSES ARMY PHARMACY CORPS. 

A BILL introduced in the House this week by Representative Kelly and referred to 
~*~ the House Military Committee, authorizes the establishment of a Pharmacy 
Corps, consisting of 40 pharmacists and chief pharmacists, in the Army as a part 
of the Medical Department. The pharmacists are to be given the rank of first 
lieutenant and the chief pharmacists the rank of captain. Chief pharmacists who 
have served for a period of 16 years as officers in the Pharmacy Corps are to be 
given the rank of major. Some of the other provisions of the bill follows: 

Pharmacists commissioned prior to Dec. 31, 1932, will be selected from the non- 
commissioned officers of the first three grades of the Medical Department under 45 
years of age. Pharmacists commissioned after Jan. 1, 1933, will be selected from 
graduates of a four-year course in a recognized college of pharmacy. 

An enlisted section of the Medical Department to be under the supervision of the 
Pharmacy Corps, consisting of 15 master sergeants, 48 technical sergeants, 40 staff 
sergeants, 48 sergeants, and 49 privates first class, is also provided for. These men 
will be rated as specialists third class—pharmacists apprentice. This section is 
to be organized in five equal annual increments, under the direction of the Surgeon 
General of the Army. 





MOFFETT’S RETENTION AS BUREAU CHIEF IS URGED. 

YEAPPOINTMENT of Rear Admiral W. A. Moffett, U. S. N., for a third term as 

chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics was recommended by the board of governors 

of the National Aeronautical Association at its annual meeting on March 15. De- 

claring that the “best aeronautical organization in the world” has been built up 

during his administration, the association went on record as requesting the Secre- 

tary of the Navy to keep him in his present position in order that the five-year 
building program may be completed under his direction. 





WAR DEPARTMENT STUDIES INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION. 
ATA is being compiled in the War Department on the subject of drafting of 
munition and other essential industrial plants, as well as the mobilization 
of man-power in the event of war, it was revealed to the House Military 
Committee this week by Assistant Secretary of War Robbins. Reporting that 
there are ‘no applicable provisions of law” on the bill, H. R. 14672, to authorize 
the drafting of munitions and other plans in war, Secretary Robbins stated: 

“T am in hearty accord with the fundamental principles involved in the enact- 
ment of laws providing for the mobilization of man-power and the industrial and 
economic resources of the country in the event of a national emergency. How- 
ever, this matter has recently been the subject of, considerable study in the War 
Department, and it is my present opinion that, in order that the law which is 
ultimately enacted may be fully comprehensive and economically sound, it can 
be predicated upon facts and principles which can only be determined after the 
most thorough and careful investigation by some agency in which all the vital 
interests concerned are represented.” 





NAVY CANCELLED S. A. CRUISE BECAUSE OF HOOVER TOUR. 
ALMOST coincident with the departure of the Fleet from San Diego on January 
“~~ 15 for its curtailed cruise and winter maneuvers, were reports, that came as an 
aftermath of the “Hoover Good-Will Tour,” that the earlier plan for a visit to South 
oe ports had been called off as 3 result of “protests” from countries to be 
Visited. 

Emphatic denial is made that the projected cruise was abandoned because of any 
recommendations from the Hoover party or as the result of any expression from any 
of the South American countries. On the other hand it is stated that no diplomatic 
representations were made and decision was reached to cancel the cruise before any 
State Department inquiries were necssary. 

It was believed by Naval authorities that the proposed friendly visit by the Fleet 
Was unnecessary in view of the Hoover tour, which accomplished so successfully 
what the cruise was intended to do. It is realized also that the expense involved 
in the receptions given foreign warships is a considerable item and that it would be 
an imposition upon gurygouthern geighbors to fa@lpw up this trip so elosely. 








“SERVICE” IN RETIREMENT LAW IS DEFINED BY DAVIS. j 

ISAPPROVING the bill H. R. 15469 which would credit for pay and retirement, 

retired service as active service in the case of officers retired for physical 
disability and who, prior to 1920, transferred back to the active list, Secretary of 
War Davis defines the term “service” as used in Sec. 1243, Revised Statutes, as 
meaning “active service.”’ He wrote: 

Section 1243, Revised Statutes of the United States: 

“When an officer has been 30 years in the service he may, upon his own appiication, 
in the discretion of the President, be retired and placed on the retired list.” 

There has never been a judicial determination as to whether the word “service” in 
Sec. 1243 includes former retired service in computing the 80-year period, but as the 
Statute provides for a change of status to “retired” after 30 years’ service, the con- 
struction taken in connection with the Act of March 3, 1903, seems to imply that service 
as therein used means active service and the proposed legislation accepts this view. 





CAPTAINS KENNEDY AND SMITH TO BE PROMOTED. 
(APT. ROBERT MORRIS KENNEDY and Capt. George Tucker Smith have 

‘ been selected for promotion to rear admiral, U. S. Medical Corps, by the Naval 
Medical Selection Board which was convened on January 7. The selection of these 
two senior officers will meet with general approval in the Corps and throughout the 
service. 

Capt. Kennedy, who is a native of Pennsylvania, was prominently mentioned and 
seriously considered to succeed Rear Admiral Stitt as Surgeon General. Graduat- 
ing from the Medical Department, University of Pennsylvania, as an honor man, 
he was appointed as medical officer in the U. S. Navy in 1220. He has had an ex- 
tensive and varied service. 

Capt. Smith is equally as well known throughout the service in which he has 
served nearly forty years. Born in Virginia, he graduated with honors from the 
University of Virginia where his father was for many years a professor. Now in 
command of the League Island Naval Hospital, he has possibly as wide a sea service 
as any man in the Corps. His experience both as an executive and as an adminis- 
trator made his selection a logical one. 





WEST POINT QUARTERMASTER PRAISED FOR WORK. 
RAISE for what Col. E. W. Timberlake, U. S. A., constructing quartermaster 
at West Point, is accomplishing there, and the reason for his long tour of duty 
was given this week in the House. Mr. Morin said in part: 

Just a word about Colonel Timberlake, the constructing quartermaster. In the pres- 
ence of the Board of Visitors, the suverintendent at West Point remarked: 

Timberlake gets more for a dollar than any man I ever knew. He makes a dollar 
do the work of two. 

This is the judgment of the officer who, after all, is responsible for the development 
of the military academy and who is consiantly in touch with the work. Colonel Timbev- 
lake was sent to West Point to complete the building program there because he was 
considered to be preeminenily qualified for this work. He hed been at West Point before 
the World War. Immediately upon the conclusion of the World War he was brought 
back there to complete the work. The act of Congress which authorizes him to remain 
there until this program is completed was based on a desire by Congress to see that the 
construction program there was carried out in accordance with the original plans by one 
who thoroughly understood what those plans were and in a manner that wou'd be most 
economical to the Government. That he was not sent there because of any sentimentel 
reason is indicated by the character of the personnel of the Committee on Military 
Affairs which recommended to the Congress the passage of that act. I have but to refer 
to some of them to demonstrate the truth of this statement. It was passed when the 
late Hon. Jutius Kahn, Hon. D. R. Anthony, John C. McKenzie, Frank L. Greene, Thomrs 
S. Crago, S. Hubert Dent, William J. Fields and Percy E. Quin were members of the 
committee. I think any member of this House who knows the character of those men will 
realize that Colonel Timberlake’s retention at West Point was intended for no other 
purpose than that the interests of the United States Government might be best conserved, 

The Committee report on this bill, filed by Mr. Dent, contains the following statement: 

The Committee incorporated in this bill a provision authorizing the Secretary of War 
to detail Col. E. J. Timberlake as quartermaster, disbursing, and construction officer at 
the academy. It is the opinion of the Committee that Col. Timberlake has rendercd 
valuable and efficient services at the academy in this capacity, and his familiarity with 
the duties and responsibilities, combined with his business methods, make it desirable 
that he be detailed there.

McNAMEE Pay Report. 
‘ITHIN THE FOUR walls of the Senate Military Committee, a struggle has 
been in progress which is bound to have a real influence upon the character of 


Army promotion legislation to be ultimately enacted, With the developments which 
have occurred, Congressman James, who will be one of the House Conferees, has 
kept in touch. He knows what the Senate may do and what it may not do, what 
strength there is for the so-called noncontroversial points and what is commanded 
by the group loosely termed Revisionists. The men who will represent the Senate 
on the Conference Committee, also have learned how far they may go and how 
far they may not go. Thus, the discussion, the controversy, has been valuable in 
that it slowly but surely is fashioning the bill that will pass. 


HAT THE PRESIDENT will sign a proper bill, we know. Secretary Davis has 

kept his Chief informed of the steps he has taken in connection with the matter. 
We regret the Secretary’s slowness in making a public statement of his position. 
Had he done so earlier, undoubtedly sentiment throughout the country could have 
been aroused which would have helped the cause of the Army as a whole. But 
in justice to Mr. Davis it should be said that he has been pertinacious in his at- 
tempt to secure action. He has been in constant touch with members of the Senate 
and House, and has impressed upon them the importance of promotion reform. It 
needed the survey made by the Army and Navy Journal, however, to clarify the 
situation, and to reveal the extent of the dissatisfaction which prevails in the 
Service, and the necessity of steps to remove it. 


(THERE IS NO quarrel about the Air Corps. Both the Senate and House concede 

it shall have preference in the matter of length of service in grade over other 
Arms, Indeed, it is partially recognition of the fact that something must be done 
for the flyers that is enabling legislation for other branches of the personnel. The 
pressure being exerted in their behalf is strong, and, in spite of the fact that only 
forty-five days of the session remain—the number of legislative days is smaller— 
it is helping other forces to effect passage of the general bill. 


HE Army and Navy Journal is so thoroughly concerned over conditions in the 

commissioned personnel, so deeply impressed with the necessity of correcting 
them, that it makes an appeal to the press of the country to use its influence to 
bring about action. We ask such papers as the New York Times, the Chicago 
Tribune, the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, the Kansas City Star; the formidable chain 
controlled by Mr. Hearst; the powerful Scripps-McRae League, the Gannett organ- 
ization, and the Copley Press, and others to examine the facts to consider the survey 
we have made, and to insist upon legislation at this session. We call attention to 
the fact that postponement will mean that the weary road will have to be traveled 
all over again, and that continuance of present conditions will lead to further injury 
to the Service morale and resignations by talented officers, who can obtain greater 
rewards in civil life. Let a united press declare there must be remedy and remedy 
now! 


ROMOTION REFORM FOR the Navy and Marine Corps, as well as the Army, 
must not be forgotten. Their plight commands consideration, and likewise there 
should be no delay in correcting it. But even with the injustices in promotion re- 
moved, that will be after all only one bite of the cherry. The matter of providing 
a decent living wage—and this applies not only to the commissioned personnel but 
to the deserving non-coms—is of primary importance. In this connection we quote 
a letter we have received from an officer entitled to high respect: 

“I doubt if there is a more loyal group of men on earth than the officers of our 
Army. They have been waiting patiently for years to have the War Department 
make a fight for adequate pay. Everyone knows an officer with a family cannot 
live on his pay at present unless his wife become a drudge, doing her own house- 
work, making her own and her children’s clothes and doing without so many things 
which go to make life pleasant. The demands upon Army families, in a social way, 
have increased rather than abated since the day when Army pay had a purchasing 
power which enabied careful families to make both ends meet. Most of the officers 
I have served with during the past 10 years are unhappy and worried to death 
because, do what they will, they find themselevs in debt. Changes of station to the 
Tropics, with clothing to buy, returning from the Tropics, more clothing to buy, 
purchase of motor cars, now a necessity at most Army stations, tuition for children 
in public as well as private schools—a thousand demands on pay which does not 
measure up to that of a plasterer or a plumber.” 


‘UCH MORE OF the same kind can be said. The McNamee Naval Pay Board, 
in its able report, described the inequalities which exist in the Navy. Like 
conditions prevail in the Army. For example, fifty per cent of the Army’s com- 
missioned personnel is penalized because of only ten years’ service, and many Field 
officers find their own subordinates drawing more pay. In some cases, former en- 
listed men now holding commissions as captains draw $1,200 more per year than 
Field officers under whom they are serving. We have no doubt the investigation 
which the War Department at last is making will reveal examples such as this 
and many others, and we predict that just as the country was astonished at con- 
ditions in the Navy and Marine Corps, as revealed by the McNamee report, so it 
will be astonished by conditions in the land Service. 
Surely our country will not permit a situation of this kind to continue. 





ENATOR BORAH, CHAIRMAN of the Foreign Relations Committee, is quoted 
as saying he cares nothing about the addition of cruisers and another aircraft 
carrier to the Navy. He thinks the Kellogg Peace Pact is adequate for American 
defense. He has found, however, that that is not the view of many of his colleagues 
nor of the press of the country as a whole. There is a willingness on the part of 
the Senate to approve the pact, provided, and provided with a big “P,” there is a 
declaration of what it really means. We wish James W. Wadsworth, of New York, 
was sitting in the Senate. The former Senator, who is under consideration as the 
_ next Secretary of War, is now. en route to Hawaii for a sit weeks’ sojourn. Before 
_ leaving Los Angeles, he: stated that history has proven in every instance that the 
best guaranty of peace is an adequate defense against aggression. '

D. B. O.: Ft. Bragg is situated about 914 
miles from Fayetteville, N. C., which town 
has a population of 10,000-12,000. There is 
no taxi or hack service between this post 
and Fayetteville; however, ihere is excele 
lent bus service on new, well-equipped 
busses, making 12 trips each way per day. 
Owing to the excellent rouds leading away 
from Ft. Bragg, a private car is desirable, 
and «an be used to advantage on the post 
proper, but is not essential. A post school, 
open to all children on the pest, is operated 
without charge. A reduced rate is made on 
the bus line for children who attend school 
in Fayetteville. Servants are fairly easy to 
procure, practically all colored. The fole 
lowing rates of pay are specified by Post 
Regulations: Cooks, $6 to $7 per week; 
housemaids, $5 to_$6; nursemaids, $4 to $5; 
laundresses, $1 to $1.25 a day. Market fa- 
cilities in Fayetteville are fairly good. An 
excellent post exchange is maintained, also 
a post commissary. There is no commuta- 
tion of quarters for officers assigned to this 
post. Quarters, while sufficient in number 
to accommodate all assigned and visiting 
officers, are of the war-time wooden cone 
struction.

Into the Army, into the line schools, were 
commissioned in July, 1917, and some of 
these men who went in at the same time 
were not commissioned until June, 1918. 

Senator Warren: Do you speak of this 
grievance as against France or to our own 
administration here? 

Can Never Be Majors. 

Senator Bingham: It is not a grievance 
ngainst anybody, Mr. Chairman. It is a 
sSiatement of fact regarding circumstances 
over which these young officers had 
control, Many of the finest men of the 
Air Service are thereby, through no fault 
of their own, down on the list 15 years 
later than they would have been had they 
gone into the Infantry, and quite a num- 
ber of them can never get to be Majors. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Then there 
is the present situation, which of course 
contributes to the Air Corps problem, and 
that is the tremendous amount of compe- 
tition that is growing up through the de- 
velopment of commercial aviation. The 
Army has done everything in its power 
and is continuing to do so, and I hope 
always will, to promote commercial avia- 
tion. It is very important, not only from 
the standpoint of general benefit to the 
country, but in addition to that it is im- 
portant for obvious reasons from a mili- 
tary standpoint, and I think that every- 
body will agree that we have led the pro- 
cession and have made possible the de- 
velopment of commercial aviation to the 
Stage it has reached today. With these 
companies springing up in large numbers, 
they naturally turn to the Army for their 
experienced personne! and that is all right 
up to a certain point, but we cannot let 
it xo to the point where we are stripped 
of our best and most experienced men, 
and therefore when the Air Corps is in a 
bad situation so far as promotion is con- 
cerned, where the morale is seriously af- 
fected, it is naturally more of a tempta- 
tion for these men to leave the service 
than officers in other branches and that 
is a very important factor, 1 um not 
woing into it at any length. 

Senator Wagner: Can you say offhand 
how many have left you to go into the 
commercial field? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: No; I can- 
not give vou the total number.

I think it 
is generally agreed—-in fact, I have heard 
no one disagree to it—that the Air Corps 
presents a somewhat different problem in 
promotion from the other branches, and 
primarily for this reason: We know that, 
to be an efficient pilot, you have got to be 
comparatively young. It is very impor- 
tant, as anybody who has any conception 
of morale or military efficiency knows, to 
have the commanding officers of these tac- 
tical units in the air able to lead their 
units themselves. He cannot get nearly 
the work, the efficiency, or the morale out 
of his tactical unit unless he is able to get 
into a plane and lead them in their va- 
rious missions, maneuvers, etc. That basi- 
cally is the reason why it is generally be- 
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lieved that Air Corps officers should be 
promoted in the middle grades at least more 
rapidly than the officers in the other 
branches. 

I am just trying to bring out these 
points, with the idea of calling attention 
to them, and if you would like to ask ques- 
tions, I will be very glad to answer them 
either now or later. For that reason, as 1 
say, we find that Air Corps officers should 
receive promotion more rapidly perhaps 
than would be required in the other 
branches, especially in the grades of cap- 
tain and maior. It is not perhaps equally 
important that that happen when you gei 
into the higher grades. 

Then there is also the question of haz- 
ard. It is obvious that an Air Corps officer 
in peace times at any rate is undergoing 
physical dangers far in excess of those 
that are met with by other officers, and 
I think that is an important human ele- 
ment that ought to be taken into consid- 
eration when we are looking into this 
whole problem. 

The Chairman: I do not like to inter- 
rupt vou, Mr. Secretary, but I would like 
to ask just at this point, would not that 
be cared for by allowing one and one-half 
time for those officers who are on actual 
flying duty? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: That is im- 
portant. 

The Chairman: It would be fairer, it 
seems to me, to use some such method 
as that, than to allow every officer of 
the Air Corps, even though stationed on 
ground duties all the time, to get the 
advantage of accelerated promotion, 

Air Corps Status Worst. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: I agree en- 
tirely with that, absolutely. With that 
general picture as a background and recog- 
nizing the fact that the Air Corps is in 
a very inferior position, and that the con- 
ditions the Secretary outlined for the Army 
as a whole ure exaggerated in the Air 
Corps, it is important to realize that we 
have before us now the five-year program 
for the Army which is being carried for- 
ward, 

That 
considerable 
young, relatively 


that we are undergoing a 
Our officers are 
speanking., They are in 
many instances, in fact, in very nearly 
every instance, carrying responsibilities 
that should be accompanied with a higher 
rank. A Major, for instance, in charge of 
a depot—that is not a technical job, of 
course, but it is an illustration—with one 
or two First Lieutenants, attending to 
millions and millions of dollars worth of 
property, which ordinarily ought to be ad- 
ministered by an individual with the rank 
of Colonel; commanding large posts, like 
Langley Field, for instance, where you 
have the. tactical school at the present 
time, and the bombardment group. The 
tables of the organization, as approved by 
the Secretary of War, all the way through, 
call for considerably higher rank than our 
Air Corps officers possess at the present 
time. This situation, of course, is affect- 
ing the morale of the Air Corps, and it 
would be much lower than it is if they 
did not see this relief in prospect. 
Expect Speedy Relief. 

Furthermore, they have been given a 
great deal of reason to believe, because of 
the interest that has been shown in Con- 
gress, that the promotion problem would 
be solved in the near future. I said the 
other day to one of the members of this 
Committee—and of course it is an exag- 
geration, but still it comes very near to 
what I believe is the situation—that if 
we did not get some relief, 1 would hate 
to think of what the Air Corps would be 
in a year from now. They are expecting 
relief. They are entitled to relief, and 
if we do not get it, I am afraid these 
resignations that Senator Bingham referred 
to a moment ago are going to be received 
in increasing numbers, which may very 
well cripple the efficiency of the Air Corps 
during the five-year program, if we do 
not retain the key men, the important 
men, and the experienced men all the way 
through. 

For the solution of this problem, and 
I am stating now my position as I have 
xiven it in public, be.ore the House Com- 
mittee last year, and in my annual report 
which is published this year, I felt then 
and I feel now that the Furlow bill as 
it passed the House was unquestionably 
the best piece of legislation that has ever 
introduced to solve the Air Corps 
problem. I have no hesitancy whatsoever 
in making that statement. I believed then, 
and I believe now, that it would be most 
desirable, and it is very important, to ac- 
company any such legislation for the Air 
Corps with additional legislation § that 
would take care of the rest of the Army, 
because after all the Air Corps is a part of 
the Army. It is important that we should 
continue to have the good feeling and co- 
operation between the ground and air 
troops, and if the Furlow bill or some sim- 
ilar measure takes care of the Air Corps, 
I hope very much that the rest of the 
Army will be taken care of at the same 
time. 

Briefly, those are my views, and I will 
be very glad to answer any questions. 

Restrictive Provisions. 

The Chairman: I would like to ask you 
a question on that. The bill as reported 
from this Committee amending the Furlow 
bill in the effort to make it apply to the 
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whole Army, endeavors, I think inade- 
quately, to recognize the shortage of higher 
officers in the Air Corps. Its percentages, 
I believe, were too low, but it did try 
to allow immediate advancement for Air 
Corps officers so as to fill these higher 
grades. If these percentages were en- 
larged so that a larger number of Air 
Corps officers might receive that promo- 
tion, might not that sufficiently correct 
the trouble and at the same time keep 
the Air Corps officers in with the rest of 
the Army in one promotion list? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Senator, 
may I answer that in this way? Of course, 
the basic difference there is that the Fur- 
low bill carries a separate promotion list. 

The Chairman: Yes. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: The Reed 
amendment, so called, to the Furlow bill 
carried a list. It is largely a question of 
terminology, provided you get the same re- 
sults. You can get the same results from 
a single list if it is properly worded, but 
I think that in the Reed amendment there 
would have to be considerable change to 
bring about the desired results. 

The Chairman: I think it was a 
too restrictive. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: It was 
very much restrictive, and it also had a 
sort of inverse effect that I would be very 
glad to go into detail with you at some 
other time; but after all the important 
thing is the result. Handling it with a 
separate list is the most direct and sim- 
plest way and leads to less complications. 
It is the way that has already been ap- 
proved twice by the House, and as far as 
I am concerned I would be very glad to 
see the separate bill, but I would hesitate 
to see any legislation lost simply on the 
question of whether it was called one thing 
or called the other. The main thing is 
to get the promotion for the Air Corps 
that is called for by the Furlow bill. 

Favors Single List. 

The Chairman: I see that. But, as you 
know, we have been working ever since 
the Spanish War to get away from these 
special Lsts. We got away right after 
the Spanish War from the regimental pro- 
motion list, and then we got from promo- 
tion by branches. It excites jealousies 
among the different services. If the Air 
Corps got this separate list, I am afraid 
that in the long run the effect would be 
unfortunate, and I am almost as ambitious 
for the Air Corps as you are, but I want 
it to go as a part of the Army and not as 
a little separate institution of its own. 
That has always been so, and I do not be- 
lieve that it has been changed within the 
last year or two. We have got to keep 
that in mind, and I think it is important 
that the Air Corps. Iike the Artillery or 
Cavalry, is a part of the Army and not by 
itself. 

For that reason, I think it is unwise, 
if we can get the resulis for you, to estab- 
lish a single list for the Air Corps. I real- 
ize that the flying service is extremely 
hazardous. In peace time it is the most 
hazardous of all military services. I would 
be glad to see additional time.credits given 
for such flying services. Il would be glad 
to see this young full-blooded Air Corps 
recognized by allowing immediate promo- 
tions to these higher ranks, but if it is 
possible to do it, I think for the good of 
the whole Army it ought to be done with- 
out a separate list. 

Feeling on Separate List 

Assisiant Secretary Davison: I can see 
the force, of course, of that you say. In 
talking with officers in the other branches 
of the Army within the last few months, 
1 have not found any general reaction at 
all in opposition to the principle of a sep- 
arate list, and I do not believe, if one were 
established, it would be very sorely felt 
after a short while, anyway. I think the 
work would go on just exactly as it has 
gone on before, and if there were any such 
feeling at the outset that it would melt 
away. But, of course, that is simply a 
matter of opinion. 

The Chairman: I think it would be un- 
fortunate, for instance, if the Navy estab- 
lished a separate submarine list. 

Senator Warren: I believe I am as thor- 
oughly in earnest in supporting the Air 
Service as one can be, considering it along 
with any other objects as we have in mind. 
Do you think it would serve to more or 
less sort of divorce that arm of the serv- 
ice from the Regular Army? These men 
enter the service for a particular purpose, 
to do their duty in their line of action, 
and does that make them more or less 
impotent for other service in time of war 
or peace, that these able officers might be 
heart and hand useful in the Army itself? 
That is the question that bothers me. I 
would like to have your opinion about it. 

Assisiant Secretary Davison: Senator, I 
really do not think it would. As the Sec- 
retary said, the Medical Corps at the pres- 
ent time has a separate promotion list, and 
the chaplains have, too. 

Senator Warren: That is too far distant, 
both of them. For instance, the Medical 
Corps has to do with the physical and 
mental condition of the Army, and no such 
duty would be on the part of pilots and 
the Air Service—and, of course, saving 
souls is quite another and separate thing, 
so far as the chanlains are concerned. 

Schedaled Rates Similar. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Yes, sir, 
but the schedule of rates of promotion, to 
recite two bills for the Air Corps—in the 
Furlow bill and the bill which was re- 
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two bills call for promotion to 
the twe'Riicher grades, Lieutenant Colonel 
and Ooebemel, after the same years of serv- 
jee, go that when they get to the higher 
commands the officers of the Air Corps 
and the greend Army should reach these 
higher grades at exactly the same time. 
In other words, it would bring back to a 
parity at that particular time, although at 
the lowér grades of Captains and Majors, 
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and I do not see that it makes a great 
deal of difference which way you would 
do it. I cannot help but believe if we did 
have a separate promotion list, that the 
Air Corps would go on and work just as 
effectively with the Army as they do today. 

Senator Greene: I think it was General 
Snow, of the Field Artillery, who called 
for a separate list for the Field Artillery 
some time ago. If you do that for the 
Field Artillery, the Infantry will want one, 
and then by and by the Cavalry will ask 
for one, and the Coast Artillery will want 
one. What are you going to do? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: There is 
just this difference, Senator. As I 
at the outset, and I think everybody is 
agreed on this—I do not know of any- 
body that disagrees with it—the Air Corps 
has a different problem in these middle 
grades, and it is just a question of the 
machinery that you use, as I see it, to 
bring about the result that is desired. As- 
suming that you recognize that there is 
an honest difference between the problem 
of the ground Army and of the Air Corps 
—and when I say the ground Army, of 
ceurse that ineludes the Infantry the 
Artillery and all the rest of them—I think 
that the Air Corps is different from all the 
other branches of the Army so far as this 
particular phase of the question of pro- 
motion is concerned. It is a question of 
procedure to bring about that result, and 
as I have said all the way through, I do 
not care what it is called, the main thing 
is to get the results. It seems to me that 
the separate list is the simplest way to 
do it. 

Senator Greene: I agree with you 
Discusses Davis Proposal. 
Senator Bingham: Mr. Chairman, isn't it 
true that if we were to adopt wiihout re- 
striction the proposal of the Secretary of 
War, that every officer be promoted at 
the end of a certain period of 
Second Lieutenants to First Lieutenants 
after so many years; Captain to Major 
after so many years—that in effect you 
destroy the present promotion list? In 
effect, you would get the same results if 
you had a separate promotion list for each 
corps, if there were any object in doing 
that. In other words, if you had a sep- 
arate promotion Lst for the Infantry, Cav- 
alry and Field Artillery and the Air Corps, 
nobedy would be promoted any faster or 
any slower than if they were all in one 
list, under this arrangement of promotion 
after a certain period of time, and without 
regard to deaths at the head of the list. 
Assistant Secretary Davison: Doesn't it 
go even further than that Senator? Each 
man is on a separate list really, regard- 

less of anybody else in the Army. 
The Chairman: That is exactly right. 
Would Cause “Jumping.” 
Senator Bingham: If you retain ane list 
chair-

service— 


but count time as seems fair to the 
man and seems fair to me, and | hope to 
others, so that a man on fiying duty may 
count his time on that list as time and 
a half, then you will have him every year 
jumping over a certain number of men on 
the list, because his time counts 50 per 
cent faster than theirs does. If, on the 
other hand, you create a separate promo- 
tion list. you won't have him jumping 
over officers on ground duty. ‘That is 
the necessary effect of giving him time 
and a half. 

Senator Reed: The actual 
the same whether it is on the one list 
on two lists. 

Senator Bingham: But the psychological 
effect is different. Most of the officers in 
the Army will look only at their own list; 
when a man is a Captain, they won't know 
when he becomes a Major. If you are

Fund Bills Progress 

(THE Army appropriation bill (H. R. 

15712), carrying a total of approxi- 
mately $328,636,355 for military pur- 
poses is now before the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, following its pas- 
sage in the House Jan. 15. The only 
major fund increase in the measure was 
the addition of $297,540 for Military 
Academy construction. Senator David 
A. Reed, Chairman of the War Depart- 
ment subcommitteé of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, intimated that he would 
expedite the hearings in order to speed 
the passage of the bill. 

The Navy appropriations bill is taking 
shape. Representative Burton L. French 
of Idaho, Chairman of the Navy De- 
partment subcommittee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, has been con- 
ducting daily hearings. The air items 
in the measure were explained to the 
Committee this week by Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy Warner, Rear Adm. 
Moffett and other Navy officials. It is 
expected that this measure will be re- 
ported to the House Jan. 28. 





_ Seore Engineers’ Policy 
‘HARGING that the Corps of Engi- 
neers has “definitely set out to con- 

trol the engineering work of the Gov- 
ernment,” the American Engineering 
Council on Jan. 14 passed a resolution 
to investigate the Corps. 

_It was alleged by Council members that 
civilian engineers are virtually excluded 
from Federal engineering projects 

Persons in intimat: touch with the work 
of the Army Engineer Corps stated that 
engineering work was conducted by the 
Navy Department, the Department of Com- 
merce, the Department of the Interior, and 
the Department of Agriculture, as well es 
by other governmental agencies, in which 
the Army personnel had no hand, and in 
which many of the projects were allotted 
by contract. Some 20,000 civilian employes, 
some of them civil engineers, it was further 
explained, are at present engaged in the 
work of the Corps of Engineers. 





SOJOURNERS ENDORSE DEFENSE. 

The national officers and Committee 
of 33 of the National Sojourners, at a 
meeting held in the Capital on Jan. 11, 
passed resolutions endorsing the Cruiser 
Bill and urging the continuance of the 
strength of the Army as fixed by the 
National Defense Act of 1920. 








Sponsors New Housing Bills 
EPRESENTATIVE W. Frank James, 
this week introduced new housing 
bills in the House. The major measure 
calls for authorization of about $567,- 
536 for construction at various Air Corps 
posts. The sécond bill (H. R. 16351) 
reallots $400,000 authorized for Camp 
Devens, Mass., as recommended by the 
Secretary of War, by reducing the hos- 
pital construction fund to $35,000 and as- 
signing $265,000 for the construction of 
officers’ quarters ($180,000) and N. C. O. 
quarters $14,000 and other installations 
at that post. 

The Air Corps construction bill con- 
tains the following items:

$15,000; Fort Crockett, Tex., night flying 
lighting system, $3,775; runways, $10,775; 
Hawaiian Department, air bases, $22,000; 
Chicago Munieipal Airport, Chicago, lll, 
completion of hangar, $20,986.

DEFINE R, 0. REAPPOINTMENT. 
HE A. G. O. in a recent letter defines 

™ the requirements for Reserve Officers 
procured for industrial mobilization, and 
all other Reserve officers who may be 
considered for reappointment by special 


procedure. 

The report, with recommendation, should 
in the case of those procured for indus- 
trial mobilization, set forth whether as- 
signed or procured for industrial mobiliza- 
tion, giving mobilization assignment; a de- 
tailed statement, covering each year of 
current appointment period, of the officer's 
civilian occupation and professional stand- 
ing; the amount and character of military 
work during the current appointment 
period, showing dates, and any other perti- 
nent facts regarding the officer’s character 
and value to the O. R. C. 

Other Reserve Officers are to follow the 
same procedure, except that they are re- 
quired to state that they have not an in- 
dustrial moblization assignment, and to 
state what their moblization assignment 
is, Their recommendations must be ac- 
companied by a _ certificate, personally 
signed by the Chief of Branch, Corps Area 
or Department Commander to the effect 
that the officer's civilian position is such 
as would qualify him for his emergency 
duties.

Guard and R. O. Assn.’s Clash 
CLASH between representatives of

Officer, organ of the R. O. A. 


The article attacks Col. D. J. Markey, 
Md. N. G., on the ground that he opposed 
the Reserve Division bills in Congress even 
after the Executive Committee of his Na- 
tional Guard Association had agreed to 
favor passage of the measure. After cov- 
ering the history of the negotiation the 
article alleges: 

“Gen. Fraser and the Guard Association 
Executive Committee were sincerely anx- 
ious to expedite the passage of the bills as 
agreed. However, Col. Markey continued to 
deliver copies of the printed objections of 
the Guard Association to members of both 
the Senate and House of Representatives. 
This was done in the presence of the Na- 
tional Secretary of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, and against his protest. 

“While the members of the Adjutant Gen- 
erals’ Association and the National Guard 
Association very generally throughout the 
country have given their approval to the 
pending bills, there has been a constant 
under-ground effort made to defeat the 
bills by the very few who made the orig- 
inal objections to their passage. This is 
readily understood when it is recalled that 
Col. Markey and a few of his friends have 
urged the combining of the Organized Re- 
serves, National Guard, Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps under one head, a sort 
of reorganized Militia Bureau, for the last 
three years. Col. Markey offered this plan 
basis of the withdrawal of his ob-

“That the Markey plan, if put into effect, 
would create nothing short of a ‘Civilian 
War Department’ in opposition to the 
present War Department is apparent to 
not only all Reserve Officers, but all Na- 
tional Guard Officers as well. Such a 
scheme would never obtain the sanction 
of any Congress, nor the officers of any 
component of the Army of the United 
States. * e 

“That the latest attitude assumed by the 
National Guard Association would if per- 
sisted in during the present session of 
Congress greatly endanger the past splen- 
did relations that have existed between the 
second and third components of the Army, 
there is not a shadow of doubt. We are 
confident, however, that the various Adju- 


tants General and members of the Na- 
tional Guard Associations, will not ap- 
prove the continuation of the opposition 


of the few politicians within their respec- 
tive associations. On the contrary, there 
is every reason to expect, and we do ex- 
pect, the level-headed, square-shooting 
members of the National Guard Associa- 
tion to make a quick and final end to the 
machinations of those who propose to re- 
pudiate and dishonor the Association's un- 
equivocal agreement. 

“Reserve Officers should lose no time in 
presenting this matter to their respective 
Adjutants General and other National 
Guard leaders.”

Would Certify Air Schools

ination and rating of civilian aviation 
schools by the Secretary of Commerce, 


The Senator explains that the act of 
1926, while it provides that the Govern- 
ment shall rate the structural and aero- 
dynamical perfections of craft in commer- 
cial use, and directs attention to adequate 
airports and airways, does not guide the 
candidate fiyer in civilian life in choosing 
a school in which he would receive .sub- 
stantially the same training as that given 
to Army and Navy pilots. By his amend- 
ment, the Goverhment would pronounce 
upon the adequacy of the instruction ard 
the suitability of the equipment in use in 
civilian fiving schools, The bill was re-, 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce. |

Ask Flight Death Data. 


RESOLUTION introduced by Sen- 

ator Copeland, requesting the Secre. 
etaries of War and the Navy to submit 
lists of fatalities in their aviation serv- 
ices for the past five years, with their 
causes, and a report as to what legisla- 
tion or appropriations may be needed to 
increase safety and efficiency, was agreed 
to by the Senate on Jan. 16. 

Army Air Corps representatives, inter- 
viewed informally in connection with the 
Copeland resolution, refer to the compara- 
tive safety of operation of Army planes in- 
dicated in the report of the Corps for the 
last fiscal year, in which 18,000,000 miles 
were flown, over a total of 182,903 hours, 
with but 27 fatalities. They also point out 
that the same report showed a great re- 
duction in Army air fatalities over the pre- 
vious year, 

From a viewpoint of safety, the material 
and methods used in Army plane construce- 
tion has kept pace in so far as appro- 
priations therefor have permitted with the 
advance of aeronautical science, while Air 
Corps pilots and mechanics are trained in 
the safest as well as in the most efficient 
methods of aerial navigation. Safety of 
military aviation will undoubtedly improve 
as new discoveries are made, as will that 
of general aviation. 











Aeronautical Notes 

Honolulu, Hawaii (Special).—Captain 
Lowell H. Smith, now stationed at the 
Wheeler Field, announced Jan. 14 that 
he was preparing to ask a year’s leave 
of absence from the Air Corps in order 
to become the operating manager of an 
air line which is being planned by a 
group of Hawaiian business men for am- 
phibian plane services between the 
islands of Oahu, Maui and Hawaii. 

China and the Far East, it was learned 
yesterday, is being made the field for 
an intensive survey for the American 
aeronautical industry by a representa.

An experimental type of flying boat, 
which is directly convertible into a 
commercial transport plane carrying 32 
passengers in a compartment 60 feet 
long, has arrived at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion at Anacostia for acceptance tests by 
the Navy Department, it was announced 
this week. 

The boat, designated as XPY-1, was con- 
structed by the Consolidated Aireraft Cor- 
poration on the winning design in a flying 
boat competition held by the Navy Depart- 
early in 1928. It is of monoplane type with 
a metal hull and equipped with two 430- 
horsepower Pratt-Whitney engines, with 
an emplacement for a third if necessary., 

The Collier trophy, awarded annually 
to the person or organization judged by 
a special committee of the National 
Aeronautic Association to have made an 
outstanding contribution to aviation dur- 
ing the year, was awarded this week to 
the aeronautics branch, Department of 
Commerce, 





Maj. Carl Spatz, who commanded the 
Question Mark in her recent 150-hour 
test, is to be relieved of his duties at 
the office of the Chief of Air Corps, 
Washington, D. C., and will proceed on 
April 28 to Rockwell Field, Calif. 


The Los Angeles, Navy dirigible, re- 
turned to her hangar at Lakehurst, N. 
J., on Jan. 15 after completing a train- 
ing tour in Florida cities, which was 
started on Jan. 8. The ship was forced 
to seek the Patoka in St. Joseph’s Bay 
at Port St. Joe because of the weather, 
and was forced to remain moored for 
three days until the weather moderated 
sufficiently for the resumption of the 
flight. :

HE annual meeting of the Army Mu.ual 
Aid Association was held at tne Army 
and Navy Club on Tuesday, Jan. 15, i92v.

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Merchant Marine Reserve 

The rapid growth of the Merchant 
Marine Naval Reserve is shown by the 
fact that there were only 61 officers en- 
rolled on Aug. 14, 1928, while there were 
1,445 enrolled on Jan. 15. Of this total, 
there were 10 commanders, 317 lieuten- 
ant commanders, 391 lieutenants, 231 
lieutenants (j.g.) and 496 ensigns. 





An analysis by Naval Districts of the 
number of commissions sent out to Mer- 
chant Marine Naval Reserve officers since 
Aug. 15, shows that the 3rd Naval District 
leads with 956, and the 12th Naval District 
comes second with 295, while the next high- 
est are the 5th District with 177, and the 
lst District with 120. The other Naval 
Distirets have an approximate average 
of 44. 


Commissions for 40 successful applicants, 
whose records are complete, are being pre- 
pared in the Navy Department and will be 
forwarded for deliverance as soon as com- 
pleted. 


The records of the Navy Department 
show that 1,126 applicants for commissions 
in the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve 
have been interviewed and recommended 
fer enrollment but have not becn examined 
physically. 





A total of 31 vessels have been warranted 
to fly the flag of the Merchant Marine 
Naval Reserve while 41 have met the per- 
sonnel requirements to fly the flag but 
have not yet been passed upon by the War 
Plens Division of the Navy Department.

LEONARD CASE ARGUED. 

SEEKING reversal of the Court of 

Claims decision that Maj. Henry 
Leonard, U. S. M. C., ret., is not en- 
titled to count all service on the retired 
as well as the active list to bring him 
into a higher pay period under the Act 
of 1922, attorneys for the petitioner and 
the United States argued the case this 
week before the U. S. Supreme Court. 
The court took the case under consid- 
eration. 

Attorneys for the petitioner in their 
brief contend that under the Act of 1903 
officers retired for wounds, as Major 
Leonard was, are entitled to count service 
after retirement for longevity increases.

Leonard is receiving all the pay to which 
he is entitled since his advancement to 
another pay period would be, in their esti- 
mation a promotion, prohibited by Section 
17 of the Act of June 10, 1922, and is not 
authorized by the Act of May 26, 1928.

Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 
HE importance of selectivity in pur- 
chasing stocks is strongly empha- 
sized by E. A. Pierce and Co., in their 
latest Review: 

Little in addition to simple comparison 
of industrial averages is needed té empha- 
size the fundamental importance of selec- 
tivity. At the beginning of 1928 the Dow, 
Jones’ industrial averages stood at 203 and 
a fraction. They went into 1929 at the 
300 figure, an advance of over 96 points in 
12 months. It stands to reason, with the 
prices of the industrial stocks on such a 
high plateau, that utmost care should be 
used in selecting purchases. The market 
momentum carried over into the early days 
of January and established still higher 
prices than those prevailing at the end 
of the year. During such periods of mar- 
ket activity and strength it seems as if 
every issue were a buy, as if there could be 
no limit to advances and as if determinants 
of market value, such as property worth 
and the like, had absolutely nothing at all 
to do with speculative policy.

The next highest bidder Was a joint pro- 
posal of Winchester and Co.,: Inc., and 
(iibbs Brothers, Ine 6f New York, to buy 
the ships of the two lines, minus the Pres- 
jdent Harding -and President Roosevelt 
and it included $25,000 each for the Monti- 
eello and Mt. Vernon with an agreement 
to. recondition them. These bidders also 
offered to build new first-class ships. of 
outstanding interest in this offer was the 
proposal to augment the liners with ship- 
to-shore planes and to further supplement 
their service with trans-Atlantic dirigibles. 

Through a connection with the Good- 
vear-Zeppelin Corp. they propose to have 
duplicates of the two 6,500,000 cubic feet 
airships that are to be built for the 
Navy, constructed without the armament 
and naval equipment. Their plan to in- 
nugurate first a mail and freight _trans- 
Atlantic service with a ‘two-day, east- 
bound and a’ three-day westbound cross- 
ing. It is proposed to carry a pay load 
oi twenty-five tons, fifteen of which to be 
covered by first-class mail, eastbound, and 
the rest in express and package business. 
They estimate that this schedule could be 
maintained 90 per cent of the line. 

Of considerable interest from the Navy’s 
standpoint, too, is the proposal to recon- 
dition the Monticello and Mt. Vernon which 
has been the subject ef much discussion. 
Nearly a year ago when the question was 
being agitated, the Board of Inspection and 
Survey made an examination of the two 
ships and its report had an important bear- 
ing on the administration's attitude on the 


proposal. 
The recommendations of this Board, 
hitherto unpublished, indicating the vital 


importance of these big ships in time of 
war, were as follows: 

“The Board recoinmends that the Mount 
Vernon and Monticello be reconditioned as 
cabin passenger liners for trans-Atlantic 
service, including installation of modern 
steam machinery and oil burning water- 
tube boilers. 

“These vessels were of great value to 
this country as transports during the 
World War. Both ships, even in their 
present condition, have potential value to 
the Government en account of their suit- 
ability in time of national emergency for 
service as fast troop transports. If re- 
tained as coal-burners, however, it would 
become increasingly difficult to obtain fire- 
men trained to fire boilers with coal. The 
almost universal use of oil in the Navy 
and increasing use in the Merchant Marine 
is sure to result in unfamiliarity with coal 
burning both by officers and men. Whether 
another war would require transports of 
the same speed characteristics as were de- 
sirable in the World War is debatable. 
On the whole, it would be preferable to 
have auxiliary ships available which burn 
oil fuel and are equipped with economical 
machinery. Their radius of action would 
be much greater than coal-burning ships 
with reciprocating engines, trained per- 
sonnel would be immediately available and 
the logistic problems of supply, transport 
and refueling at sea or at an advanced 
hase would be infinitely superior with oil 
than with coal. The reconditioning of the 
Mount Vernon and Monticello could be 
justified from their possible use as naval 
auxiliaries in a national emergency even 
though the actual operation of the ves- 
sels in the North Atlantic passenger trade 
when so reconditioned might not prove 
profitable.

State Guard Uniform Plans 

N AJ. GEN. CREED C. HAMMOND, 

Chief of ‘the Militia Bureau, this 
week notified the Adjutants General of 
the various States that the Militia Bu- 
reau had no funds for dress uniforms 
and suggested that the adoption of the 
blue uniform should be a matter of State 
determination. 

The letter said in part: 

Under existing law, Militia Bureau funds 
are applicable for the procurement of nec- 
essary uniforms, arms and equipment to 
the National Guard for field service only, 
and in view of the number of important 
projects now pending which are vital to the 
proper development of the National Guard, 
it is not believed Militia Bureau funds can 
be secured for blue uniforms for several 
years to come. 

National Guard Regulations author- 
izes the wearing of distinctive dress uni- 
forms by organizations of the National 
Guard and a number of organizations in 
various States have provided themselves 
with such uniforms. Therefore, it is be- 
lieved that officers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard should be permitted to 
wear the blue uniforms only when author- 
ized by State orders. 

The Militia Bureau favors the adoption 
of a distinctive dress uniform by the Na- 
tional Guard as an aid to morale, and it 
is suggested the authorized blue uniform 
be adopted for this purpose, or modified 
sufficiently to meet requirements of par. 
4c, National Guard Regulations 77, that 
distinctive uniforms be “dissimilar to any 
of the authorized uniforms of the Regular 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps.” Any such 
modifications should be submitted to this 
office for approval. 

It is requested this office be furnished 
with a list of the organizations of your 
State which are wearing distinctive dress 
uniforms under Section 63, National De- 
fense Act, approved June 3, 1916, as 
amended, or par. 4c National Guard Regu- 
lations 77

CASE that has attracted considerable 
attention in legal and Service circles,

Berkstresser, U. S. N., and from Comdr. M. 
A. Stuart, U, S. N., Professor of .Preven- 
tive Medicine at the Naval Medical School 
in Washington, un expert on food poisen- 
ing, and Chief Pharm. FE. R. Noyes, U. 8. 
N., an expert on questions of chemical 
poisons, who were confronted by a num- 
ber of experts called by the restaurant. 
Mr. Smith came to Washington from Val- 
lejo, Calit., on April 28, 1926. to appear be- 
fore the Naval Committees of Congress in 
eonnection with pending legislation affeet- 
ing the commissioned-warrant and = war- 
rant officers of the Navy. At lunch the 
day after he arrived he ate some fried 
oysters at the restaurant and died carly 
the same evening.

treat all of your combatant officers at 
least as one Army, and give them special 
privileges for special services, as we do 
now with respect to additional pay for 
foreign service. We distinguish between 
them according to circumstances. 

Senator Tyson: Did we have the Secre- 
tary of War make any statemént about 
that matter, as to whether he was in favor 
of this bill or not? 

The Chairman: [I have not 
that direct question. 

Senator Bingham: I thought the Secre- 
tary said he preferred not to speak of 
any of the details. 

Davis on Air Corps. 

The Chairman: Mr. Secretary, do you 
care to give any expression of opinion on 
this suggestion of a separate list for the 
Army Air Corps? 

Secretary Davis: I am trying to keep 
out of all controversial matters, which 1| 
do not think are essential to the funda- 
mentals, and I prefer not to discuss them 
at this time. 

The Chairman: Do you think we could 
get the results? 

Secretary Davis: I think you can get the 
results. 

The Chairman: Hither with or 
a@ separate list’? 

Secretary Davis: 1 think so. 

Senator Tyson: It seems to me the Army 
ought to give us expert advice on this 
thing. They are the ones that ought to 
know more about this thing than anybody, 
and it seems to me, if we are going to 
have the Assistant Secretary speak about 
this matter, we ought to hear from the 
Secretary. I know, as far as I can under- 
stand it, the General Staff is opposed to 
this bill, and they are supposed to be the 
most technical men in the War Depart- 
ment, and_therefore it strikes me if we 
are going to start in with one we ought 
to have enough expert advice here and 
get it pro and con, if there is any “con.” 

Credits for Flying. 

The Chairman: Just one question about 
this matter of time credits for flying serv- 
ice. 1s it to the best interest of the Army 
that an officer should count these addi- 
tienul time credits for the purpose of re- 
tirement? It seemed to me that an officer 
who had had actual flying experience for 
20 years and who thereby got credit 
for 20 years of constructive service, is 
#0 valuable to the Army and is so young 
relatively, probably in his early forties, that 
it is an unfortunate thing for the Army 
to lose him on the 30 years retirement 
basis. What is your view about that? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Of course, 
the original Furlow bill, as I recall it, had 
double time, and I thought that was clearly 
too much, and seemed to me that this 
time and a half was a pretty reasonable 
proposition. I do not think there is any 
preliminary experience by which to judge. 
The advantages of it, of course, are that 
it would give a flow of promotion, and it 
would tend to keep the higher ranking 
officers in the Air Corps to a comparatively

ment, as you know, that is provided in 
the Furlow bill. It is optional with that 
officer himself, and I think it would be 


well worth giving it a trial. If we found 
that it did not work, it might be changed 


later. 
The Chairman: We have some very wise 
men dealing with aviation matters now 


past forty. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Oh, yes. 

The Chairman: You would not want your 
Air Corps personnel to be retired at such 
a time as that? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: If I 
thought they would all retire, I would be 
opposed to it, but I do not believe they 
will, And there is a percentage restric- 
tion on there, too. 

Senator Bingham: I merely want to call 
the Chairman's attention to the fact that 
the Furlow bill, Section 2, limits this spe- 
cial promotion to Air Corps flying officers. 

The Chairman: Then the separate list 
would Auctuate. An officer who went off 
flying status and down to the ground 
status, he waeuld be taken off the special 
list and put back in the general list of 
officers of the Army. Would that be so? 

Causes Varying Promotion. 

Senater Bingham: it would cause his 
promotion in the Air Corps list to vary. 
That is true. 

Assistant Secretary Davison: If I may, 
TI would like to emphasize again this point, 
Mr. Chairman, that I do believe that if 
the Air Corps were given, for example, 
the Furlow bill, and the rest of the Army 
were not taken care of, then there would 
be a very serious question arising from 
the lack of sympathy and cooperation that 
is so important. I think that is very sig- 
nificant in the solution of this whole prob- 
lem, and I have felt it from the beginning, 
as the chairman knows. I do believe that 
a way can be worked out to give the Air 
Corps what it requires, as provided by the 
Furlow bill, and at the same time take 
care of the rest of the Army, and in that 
way I believe that this hard feeling which 
might otherwise occur would not be any- 
thing like so serious. 

For Service—In Grade. 

The Chairman: You believe in this sys- 
tem of promotion of officers by service in 
grade” 

Assistant Secretary Davison: Absolutely, 
yes, sir. I think it is very important. 

The Chairman: I would like to ask Sec- 
retary Davis whether it might not be pos- 
sible to get such a bill in the form of an 
amendment to the bill now before the 
Committee, in which details such as the 
period of years for promotion and that 
sort of thing might be left blank for the 
judgment of the Committee; if the form 
of a bill.such as you have in mind might 
not be pre and submitted to us?

Black to Fight, 

Senator Black: I would like to say, in 
connection with that, that if there is an 
effort made to provide for the general pro- 
motion of the Army under this Furlow 
bill, there will be a fight and just as vig- 
orous as we can have. I am perfectly 
willing to support the Furlow bill. I am 
for the separate promotion list of the Air 
Corps, but if this is an effort to come in 
here and amend the Furlow bill by either 
substituting your bill or mine and tacking 
on to it, | am going to fight it as vigor- 
ously as I can. I am opposed to anybody 
suggesting a promotion bill for the Army. 
The Senator has one and I have one. That 
is why I have come back here, and I am 
sick. 1 am vigorously opposed to trying 
to take this opportunity to rewrite another 
promotion bill and clog the separate lists 
for the Air Corps. I think they ought to 
have a separate list. If we go ahead: now, 
we can fight it out on the floor between 
your bill and mine, but as far as there is 
any necessity for attempting now to have 
another promotion bill, after the Senator 
and I have two bills on the calendar and 
have had for many months, to clutter up 
the Air Corps promotion, then I am going 


‘to vigorously fight it. 


The Chairman: We are all glad, Sen- 


ator Black, that you are sufficiently re- 


covered to have your old-time vigor. 

Senator Black: I have that. 

The Chairman: Are there any further 
questions? 

Senator Bingham: May I put into the 
record at this point a statement from Col. 
Lindbergh, in his own handwriting, in 
which he advecates a separate promotion 
list for the Air Corps, and states that -.in 
his opinion a separate promotion list will 
accomplish much in building up an effi- 
cient corps in the United States? 


The Chairman: We will be very glad 
to have it. 

This was published in the Journal of 
Jan, 5. 

The Chairman: Are there any further 
questions? 


Senator Tyson: As I understand it, you 
are satisfied either with the promotion list 
as it is now, or with a separate one pro- 
vided you get the results of increased pro- 
motion and increased pay for the Air Corps 
officers? 

Assistant Secretary Davison: The chief 
thing I am interested in is the promotion 
for the Air Corps, I personally believe that 
it is a question of terminology, but that the 
most direct and the simplest way to get 
that promotion is by a separate list. In 
other words, you could pass a general bill 
so that you can do it and produce exactly 
the same results, so far as promotion is 
concerned, but it would inevitably be com- 
plicated and there would be a lot of re- 
strictions and all of that kind of thing. 

Senator Tyson: Your whole contact has 


been with the Air Corps and not with 
other parts of the Army? 
Assistant Secretary Davison: No, sir, I 


would not say that. My duties are pri- 
marily with the Air Corps, but I of course 
have to do with the rest of the Army at 
the same time and all the time. 

The Chairman: Will it suit the pleasure 
of the Committee if we adjourn now to 
take this matter up at our regular meeting 
one week from tomorrow? It seems to be 
impossible to get a full attendance at any 
other day than our regular meeting day, 
and I think that this is so vitally impor- 
tant that we ought to have every member 
here, if possible. 

McSwain Asks for Action. 

In the House, Representative J. J. Mc- 
Swain made a speech on the injustice of the 
arrangement of the present promotion list. 
Salient extracts follow: 

The logical deduction from the various 
statements of the War Department, by its 
study, and by its representative before the 
Military Affairs Committee of the House 
is that it was a matter of grace and favor 
to appoint these older persons as captains. 
They argue, in effect, that if these older 
captains had been treated according to their 
qualifications they would have been ap- 
pointed second lieutenants. It is the theory 
of those advocating the present arrange- 
ment of the promotion list in the grades of 
captain, first lieutenant, and second lieu- 
tenant that all officers should enter at the 
bottom of the list as second lieutenants. 
Therefore, they hold that these older emer- 
gency officers, now doomed to be captains 
as long as they are in the service and until 
retired at the age of 64 years, have no 
ground of complaint, because they were 
gratuitously given commissions as captains 
when they should have been commis- 
sioned as second lieutenants. This logical 
deduction from the urguments of the War 
Department is the reduction of its position 
to an absurdity. 

If, however, the Congress will adopt the 
Wainwright bill, as amended by what is 
known as the McSwain amendment, justice 
will be done to those older captains and 
older first lieutenants, and no injustice will 
pe done to those younger officers who 
jumped to the rank of captain from that of 
second lieutenant on July 1, 1920, and are 
now on the promotion list above those older 
captains. Why do I say that no inguaeer 

e- 
cause, as was correctly stated by the Secre- 
tary of ‘War in a statement read» by him 
before the Senate Committee oa Military 





Affairs on January 10, 1929, when he used 
the following language, which is obviously 
true: =e 

“If a policy of promotion .on length of 
service in grade should be adopted without 
any restrictions (although I am not .advo- 
cating this), the exaggerated importance of 
an officer’s position on the promotion list 
would disappear. All’ would .advance —in 
grade upon serving the required -period .of 
time. Relative positions on the list would 
be of slight imporiance.” 

Under the Wainwright bill, captains would 
be promoted to majors at the expiration 
of a fixed period of time from the date of 
their commissions, irrespective of their po- 
sition on the promotion list. Therefore, 
within a few months of each other, all of 
these older emergency officer captains and 
all of these younger Regular Army captains 


will» become majors. Then a few years 
later, within a fixed period of time end 
within a few months of each other, all of 
these officers would become lieutenant col- 
~onels. That being so, these younger officers 
‘that haye enjoyed the rank of captain for 
so many. years-tonger than they would nor- 
mally have done, would not suffer any seri- 
ous disadvantage from the rearrangement 
of the promotion -list.. It is true that the 
older officers, when they all become majors 
‘and liéutenant colonels, will outrank these 
younger officers, as they should. We must 
assume, as we are obliged to, that all of 
these have the same average intelligence 
and the same average education. These fac. 
tors being equal, the officer with the greater 
age, the greater experience, and, therefore, 
the greater knowledge, is better prepared 
to command battalions and regiments.
